These were furn¬ 
ished at prices which were about 
equal to anything the bandits 
might have taken. Traveling ex¬ 
penses and “fees” so exacted 
brought the expense of the five 
sisters for the 2000 miles to about 
*3,000. 

Langenbocher, whose home 
is in Pittsburgh, Pa., will spend 
several months in this country 
before returning to his immense 
charge.

His hills were disputed by the for¬ 
est service and his permit for 
operation of Sturtevant Camp whs 
revoked. This, and the slashing 
of his claims for services during 
the fire broke him.

GOOD BUSINESS INDEX 
ffLAKEN as a whole, the churches of Sier- 
" ra Madre never before gave so much evi¬ 
dence of a healthy, prosperous condition as 
they do this year. And with all respect 
for the more commonly consulted business 
barometers, there can be no better sign of 
a healthy, prosperous condition in the com¬ 
munity.

KEEPING BALDWIN RANCH INTACT 

H OW’ long and to what extent can one 
person bind the future? 

Interesting questions along this line 
arise in connection with the proposed open¬ 
ing of highways through the Baldwin ranch. 
It is a type of question that arises more 
frequently with the increasing number of 
large personal fortunes. Wealthy people 
usually have decided opinions as to the wis¬ 
est disposition of their property. They feel 
naturally that the vision that has accumu¬ 
lated or successfully handled their fortune 
can best determine its future use. 

In the case of the Baldwin estate, Mrs. 
Anita Baldwin now holds the Santa Anita 
rancho homestead under conditions entailed 
by the will of her late father, E. J. Bald¬ 
win. The sale or division of this property 
during the lifetime of Mr. Baldwin’s chil¬ 
dren is prohibited. 

Recognizing the pressing need for addi¬ 
tional highways, Mrs. Baldwin has agreed 
to deed rights of way along the north and 
south borders of the rancho property. This 
would involve a clear gift of about 54 acres 
of land valued at more than $300,000. 

The conditions of the gift would prac¬ 
tically continue the restrictions under 
which she received the property, not only 
for the period of her own life, but 50 years, 
in the future. During that deriod its in¬ 
tegrity must be guaranteed against the tak¬ 
ing of any part of the land for highway 
purposes, by city, county or state. In case 
any of the land is so taken, by condemna¬ 
tion or otherwise, the condition is laid down 
that the city of Arcadia must reimburse 
the Baldwin estate to the extent of the 
then value of the land now proposed to 
be given. 

Now the question arises, to what ex¬ 
tent is the city of Arcadia justified in as¬ 
suming the guaranty required? Would such 
a guaranty be good if agreed to by the 
municipality? 

Fifty years is a long time in Southern 
California, reckoned by changing conditions. j 
By that time Arcadia will probably be a 
part of some other municipality, or a com¬ 
bined city and county unit. After the City 
of Arcadia has ceased to exist as such, who 
would pay the indemnity if some other gov¬ 
erning body should decide that traffic pres¬ 
sure and the public interest required con¬ 
demnation of more highways through the 
property ? 

Again, suppose the City of Arcadia 
continues in its present identity, and the 
state highway commission or some other 
remote authority decides to put a highway 
through the Baldwin property. Arcadia 
would have to pay the heavy compensa¬ 
tion for the land now taken. Will the au¬ 
thorities feel justified in accepting the 
rights of way under the conditions named? 

All these are more than mere specula¬ 
tive questions. Unless memory errs, Mr. 
Hastings proposed some such restriction

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New Highway 
Measure to 
Go on Ballot 


Three Stars 
Scheduled at 
theWistaria 


The initiative petition for reor¬ 
ganizing the state highway sys¬ 
tem aand taking highways out of 
politics has received twice the 
number of signatures required and 
has been withdrawn from circu¬ 
lation, it is announced by the Au¬ 
tomobile Club of Southern Cali-^ 
fornia. No more signatures will 
solicited because they are not 
needed. 

The petition was presented to 
the people only last month ami 
the signatures have been secured 
j in a remarkably short time. In 
excess of 1*10,000 have signed, and 
more than 10,000 of these names 
were obtained in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Hay region. 

This measure, so promptly anil 
extensively supported by the sig¬ 
natures to the petition, provides 
equitable distribution of highway 
funds in all portions of the state. 
It necessitates no increase in tax¬ 
es, yet provides ample funds for 
all essential new construction and 
for maintenance. 

Watch for Substitutes 

This is the only initiative spon¬ 
sored by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, because it 
makes ample provision for all 
state highway needs without re¬ 
sorting to any increase in the 
gasoline tax or other revenue-pro¬ 
ducing measure, except as provid¬ 
ed in the automobile club’s initia¬ 
tive. 

Under the proposed amendment 
to he voted upon next November, 
state highways are classified as 
primary and secondary. It pro- 
vide.s for an annual appropriation 
of $ r i,000,000 for the next twelve 
years, which, with the $11,500,000 
available annually from Federal 
Aid, gives California $7,500,000 a 
year for new construction Three- 
fourths of this money, under the 
proposed amendment, will he ex- 
pended on primary highways, 
which will insure the completion 
of the trunk line system as orig¬ 
inally planned and extensions to 
the slate borders, and will thus 
fulfill promises made to voters anti 
hitherto not fully kept.

“The conditions imposed in par¬ 
agraph 4 of the foregoing condi¬ 
tions are inserted so that I may 
be sure that having donated the 
equivalent of 54 acres, which I 
value at more than $6000 an acre, 

I shall not nor my children be 
confronted with an attempt to 
condemn other land for road 
through the ranch property. 

“As explained to you by Mr. 
Dearborn and Mr. Burke, I desire 
to keep the ranch intact and to 
have no other roads through it, 
because it is my hope that some 
day it will be devoted to purposes 
that would be ruined by subdivid¬ 
ing iA.

Prices offered growers have been 
lower than last year, and a much 
smaller proportion of the season’s 
clip had been contracted for sale 
by May 15, 1926, than had been 
contracted by May 15, 1925. 

The United States Bureau of 
l abor Statistics’ index of whole¬ 
sale prices declined slightly dur¬ 
ing April, 1926, standing at 151.1 
(1913, 100), compared with 161.5 
for March, 1926, and 156.0 for 
April, 1925. The Department of 
Agriculture’s farm price index re¬ 
mained unchanged at 140 in April, 
while the Labor Bureau’s whole¬ 
sale price Index of non-agricultur- 
al commodities declined from 
161.6 in March to 159.5 in April, 
causing the ratio between these 
two index numbers, an indication 
of the purchasing power of farm 
products, to advance from S7.0 to 
87.8 in April, 1926. The advance 
during April was the first change 
in this ratio since September, 
1925, when it stood at 88. One 
year ago the ratio was 91. 

Banking Remains Steady 
The banking and credit situation 
in the Twelfth Federal Reserve 
district changed little during the 
five weeks period ending May 12. 
Commercial loans of 66 reporting 
member banks in nine principal 
cities of the district have varied 
only a fraction more than one per 
cent or below $900 million since 
the middle of last September.

lateral, on the other hand, have 
steadily increased durring this per¬ 
iod, a movement which continued 
during April and first half of 
May. Increase in total loans has 
accompanied increased activity in 
production and distribution of 
goods, and in the financing of new 
construction.

Francisco increased by $2,000,000 
(5.9 per cent) during the five 
weeks ending May 19. Total re¬ 
serves of the bank declined slight¬ 
ly.
